Ronald Smith Terminated 
As P & S Director 


The rumors circulating for weeks in 


Coffee County about problems in the — 


Coffee County Pensions” arid Security 
Department climaxed Tuesday 
afternoon with a short announcement by 
P&S Board Chairman John B. Maddox 
that Director Ron Smith had been 
terminated. 

The announcement came shortly 
before 3 p.m. following an executive 
session of the board that began at 1:30. 


Maddox reopened the meeting after 
making good on a previous promise that 
everyone would get the ‘‘word’’ at the 
same time. He opened the door and 
confirmed the various news media were 
represented before allowing anyone in 
the room. 

The statement read by Maddox said, 
“The Coffee County Board of Pensions 
and Security announces the termination 
of Ronald G. Smith as director of Coffee 
County Pensions and Security De- 


partment effective December 
22, 1981." 

Maddox said an interim director 
would be named later. He responded to 
all other questions with ‘‘No 
comment.”’ 

It was learned later that before 
leaving, the board named Mrs. Joyce 
Stanford as interim director and Mrs. 
Rita Dubisar as interim director of the 
food stamp program, in Mrs. Stanford's 
place. 

Following the meeting and 
announcement, Smith gave the follow- 
ing statement to The Elba Clipper: ‘'! 
have enjoyed working as director of the 
Coffee County Department of Pensions 
and Security. This department has 
grown greatly since 1 became director 
on March 1, 1977. I have always held to 
the philosophy that service to the people 
is the top priority of an agency such as 
this, and I have strongly held to this 
philosophy during my tenure as director 


of this agency.’’ 


_The director of the county agency ., § 
“serves at the pleasure of the board," 


according to Alabama law, and a recent 
opinion by the attorney general 
indicated the above and read that when 
this person no longer pleasures a 
majority of the board, he or she can be 
terminated without cause. 

A number of special executive 
meetings has been held in recent weeks 
by the Pensions and Security Board. No 
news statements have been released on 
these meetings, but department 
employees report they had all been 
called before the board for individual 
interviews on the department.

Reeves Named Elba Police Chief 


The Elba City Council voted 
unanimously Monday~night to name 
Richard A. (Dick) Reeves as Chief of 
Police. The motion was made by 
Councilman Sonny Inman. Reeves, who 
previously had been informed of the 
decision reached by the council in 
executive session, was present and 
prepared to take the oath of office. This 
was administered by City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan. 

Present for the ceremony were 
several friends and former fellow 
workers of Reeves’ when he was a 
member of the Montgomery police 
department for 21 years, along with 
Reeves’ wife, Vickie. 

Reeves is a native of Montgomery, is 


42 years old, a veteran of the U.S. Navy, - 


began his police work with the Mont- 
gomery Police Department as a rookie 
patrolman in 1960 and moved up 
through the ranks to major and 
commanding officer of the Criminal 
Investigation Division before retiring. 
He has since worked as a personal 
security officer for a member of the 
Saudi Arabia royal family on a visit to 
the U.S 

Reeves began work on Tuesday 
morning after the swearing-in 
ceremony, but had met informally with 
members of the police department on 
Saturday afternoon prior to the 
appointment. 

He stated he didn’t plan any major 
changes, at least for a while. The most 
pressing problem will be improving 


department morale, as can be expected 
when a new boss comes in from the 
outside, said Reeves, He indicated he 
will stress professionalism and will work 
for continuing professional training of 
the department. 

This training will not necessarily be 
in going to school away from Elba, as 
Reeves himself has taught criminal 
justice at Troy State. He also feels he 
knows enough experts in specialized 
fields who are willing to donate their 
time to helping train the Elba police 
department that he should have no 
trouble getting all the help he needs. 

Among the awards he has received 
are a Citizenship Award by the Mont- 
gomery Civitan Club in 1964; Policeman 
of the Year by the Capitol City Jaycees 
in 1971; and a Certificate of Apprecia- 


tion by the Montgomery Community 
Action Agency in 1972. 

While with the Montgomery Police 
Department Reeves worked in a number 
of specialties as he moved up through 
the ranks. These include Youth Aid,

CREDIT CARD SAFETY 

A few practical guides in 
the use of credit cards can 
reduce the risk of losing 
them or having them stolen. 

Keep credit cards on your 
person. Don't leave them in 
your luggage, in the glove 
compartment of your auto- 
mobile nor at your home 
while you're away. 

Carry your credit cards in 
some type of wallet, not loose 
in a pocket or purse. It's 
probably more desirable to 
have a separate wallet for 
your credit cards. Then you 
can tell at a glance if they're 
all there. 

Periodically go through 
your credit cards. Evaluate 
the use of each card. Also 
determine if your need for 
the card stili exists. Get rid of 
those you don't need or use. 
Destroy them by cutting 
them up. Make certain to cut 
through the account number 
in such a manner that they 
can't be pieced back to- 
gether. 

When a new card arrives 
in the mail, examine the en- 
velope with care. If you have 
reason to believe it has been 
opened, advise the credit 
card company, cancel the 
credit card and request a new 
number. 

BUYING CRANBERRIES 

For many families, cran- 
berries play a major role in 
holiday meals. And now's 
the time of the year when 
fresh cranberries are most 
plentiful. 

When buying fresh cran- 
berries, look for those firm 
and plump ones with a bright 
color and high luster. Avoid 
those that are crushed and 
leaky. They'll usually have 
an ‘‘off’’ flavor. 

To store fresh cranberries 
leave them in their original 
container and place them in 
the refrigerator. Do not put 
cold berries in a warm place. 
The difference in the tem- 
perature causes them to 
sweat and hastens decay. 

Last year fresh cranber- 
ries were very scarce. 
Though there are more this 
year, prices may still be 
higher than we would like. 


Thus it's important to com- 
pare prices of fresh and 
canned cranberries. 

As a way of comparing 
the fresh and canned cran- 
berry products, remember 
that one pound of fresh 
berries yields 12 to 14 one- 
fourth cup servings of cran- 
berry sauce. A one-pound 
can of sauce yields eight 
servings. 

ENERGY-SAVING 
CHRISTMAS GIFTS 

Does someone on your 
Christmas list need a new 
appliance? If the refrigerator 
in your household-is 15-to 18 
years old “and .is “not. self 
defrosting, a new one would 
be an excellent gift. And 
many a working woman 
would appreciate a dish- 
washer. 

However, before you buy 
a major appliance, compare 
the.annual operating costs of 
the various brands. Check 
the energy guide label that 
comes with all new appli- 
ances to find the most effi- 
cient model. 

In addition, make sure 
there is space in the kit- 
chen for the appliance. 
Crowded counter tops are 
frustrating and inefficient, so 
make sure there’s room for a 
new appliance before you 
buy it.

Selecting Your Tree 


Every year thousands of 


Christmas trees are bought 
by Alabamians. They come 
in many sizes, shapes, and 
species. But, like everything 
else, we want to get our 
money's worth out of our tree 
and have it remain fresh and 
attractive for as long as 
possible. One of the most 
important attributes of a 
Christmas tree is freshness. 
A fresh, green tree is not 
only more attractive and 
sheds fewer needles on the 
carpet, it is also safer. A 
fresh evergreen tree does not 
burn easily. There are a few 
rules that can help a consu- 
mer to select a fresh tree: 
1. Bend one of the tree’s 
needles and release it. If the 
needle springs back to its 
original position it is fresh. 
2. Bump the base of the 
tree against the ground. If 
the tree is fresh, only a 
minimal number of needles 
will fall off. If bumping the 
tree against the ground pro- 
duces a shower of falling 
foliage, it isn’t as fresh as it

ought to be. 

On arriving back home 
with the new tree, it should 
immediately be placed in 
water in a shady, unheated 
place. At least one-half inch 
should be cut off the tree's 
base before it is set up. This 
fresh cut will allow the tree to 
absorb water more readily.

The closed circuit is also 
used to evaluate students 
and instructors. For ex-

Unemployment Rate Up 


October’s unemployment 
rate, announced recently by 
the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations, indi- 
cates the state is sinking 
deeper into the nationwide 
economic recession. Industri- 
al Relations Director Frank- 
lin H. James said Alabama's 
unemployment rate jumped 
to 10.7 percent, the highest 
level since July 1980. 


The state's unemploy- 
ment rate normally drops in 
October. This year, however, 
the jobless rate climbed for 
the second consecutive 
month. It is higher than the 
9.8 percent reported in Sep- 
tember and the 8.8 percent 
rate of a year ago. 


James attributed the 
sharp increase to widespread 
layotfs in manufacturing. 
Factory losses have gradu- 
ally edged upward over the 
past two years, he explained. 
Every major group in the 
durable goods sector experi- 
enced significant losses be- 
tween 1979 and 1980. Losses 
between 1980 and the pre- 
sent were less dramatic, but 
the cumulative effect is 
‘substantial erosion of man- 
ufacturing jobs,"" James 
added. 


Non-manufacturing em- 
ployment expanded during 
1979-80, but a downward 
trend has been noted this 
year. Losses have been re- 
ported in construction, trans- 
portation and public utili- 
ties, and wholesale and retail 
trade.

Unemployment Rate Up 


October's unemployment 
rate, announced recently by 
the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations, indi- 
cates the state is sinking 
deeper into the nationwide 
economic recession, Industri- 
al Relations Director Frank- 
lin H. James said Alabama's 
unemployment rate jumped 
to 10.7 percent, the highest 
level since July 1980, 


The state's unemploy- 
ment rate normally drops in 
October, This year, however, 
the jobless rate climbed for 
the second consecutive 
month, It is higher than the 
9.8 percent reported in Sep- 
tember and the 8.8 percent 
rate of a year ago. 


James attributed the 
sharp increase to widespread 
layoffs in manufacturing. 
Factory losses have gradu- 
ally edged upward over the 
past two years, he explained. 
Every major group in the 
durable goods sector experi- 
enced significant losses be- 
tween 1979 and 1980. Losses 
between 1980 and the pre- 
sent were less dramatic, but 
the cumulative effect is 
‘substantial erosion of man- 
ufacturing jobs,"' James 
added. 


Non-manufacturing em- 
ployment expanded during 
1979-80, but a downward 
trend has been noted this 
year. Losses have been re- 
ported in construction, trans- 


portation and public utili- 


ties, and wholesale and retail 
trade. 


Nationally, the unem- 
ployment rate increased from 
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7,3 percent in September to 
7.5 percent in October.

As you may’ know, 
wildlife biologists are in the 
best position to know. They 
have spent many hours in 
research on the subject. 
Their statements are based 
on fact, not emotion. They 
are neither for nor against 
anything related to wildlife 
until they know for sure 
whether or not that thing is 
good or bad for wildlife.

Wildlife biologists say 
that sport hunting during 
legal hunting seasons does 
no real harm to wildlife. On 
the contrary, they say that 
frequently such hunting is 
beneficial to wildlife. They 
cite the white-tailed deer as a 
species that often eats itself 
out of house and home unless 
it’s heavily harvested each 
year, preferably by sport 
hunting. Here’s why wild- 
life biologists say that sport 
hunting has no bad effects on 
wildlife: 

Game animals cannot be 
stockpiled; and, a majority of 
each species lives to be less 
than a year old whether 
hunted or not. Here are the 
rates at which nature har- 
vests some of our most 
valuable wildlife: mourning 
dove--70 percent; cottontail 
rabbit--70 percent or more; 
bobwhite quail--80 percent; 
gray squirrel--60 percent. 

What do these percen- 
tages mean? They mean that 
7 out of every 10 doves in a 
fall population will die before 
the next fall whether they are 
hunted or not. And, accord- 
ing to wildlife biologists, an 
interesting thing about the 
dove is that SO percent of the 
young die within 90 days 
after they leave the nest. 
This 50 percent dies whether 
the birds are hunted or not. 
Therefore, we are not only 
justified in shooting doves 
during our current early sea- 
son, but also we would be 
justified in opening the sea- 
son several weeks earlier as 
do some of our adjoining 
states. An earlier opening 
date would allow hunters to 
take more of the birds before 
annual mortality has time to 
take its customary 70 percent 
of the dove population. 

The above percentages 
also mean that 8 out of every 
10 quail in a fall population 
will die before the next fall 
whether they are hunted or 
not. Seven or more out of 
every 10 rabbits in a fall 
population will die before the 
next fall whether or not 
anybody fires a gun at them, 
and so forth. 

According to wildlife bio- 
logists, it’s almost impos- 
sible to harvest more animals 
of a particular species by 
sport huntihg each year than 
nature is: going to harvest 


through natural mortality. 
Besides, if hunters take a 
certain percentage of the 


game population every year 
by sport hunting, - natural 
mortality takes an additional

2-8; however, they didn’t 
look for excuses -- they just 
worked hard and came 
through! I'll take the blame 
for the losses because I am 


toll until total mortality for 
the year equals the percen- 
tages indicated above. 

For instance, if hunters 
take 50 percent of the fall 
population of quail, natural 
mortality will take only 30 
percent. But if hunters take 
only 20 percent, natural mor- 
tality will take 60 percent: 
So, Mortality from all causes- 
sport hunting and natural 
mortality--will be 80 percent 
for the year. And it will be 80 
percent whether the birds 
are hunted or not. In other 
words, if one thing doesn’t 
get a majority of the game 
animals in a fall population, 
something else will. Wise 
use of the resource dictates 
that sport hunters get them, 
not bugs, opossums, and 
buzzards, 

For the most part, hunt- 
ers take animals that other- 
wise would be harvested by 
nature. When harvested by 
sport hunters, game furn- 
ishes human food and whole- 
some recreation, Frequently, 
it provides -supplementary 
income from the lease of 
hunting rights or the sale of 
daily hunting permits. Such 
creatures as bugs and buz- 

jzards receive the most bene- 

fit from nature's harvest. 
Obviously, harvesting by na- 
ture is hardly the best use of 
each year’s surplus game 
crop. 

Losses of game animals 
from all causes--diseases, 
parasites, predators, wea- 
ther, accidents and so forth-- 
are greatest in dense popu- 
lations. Losses from these 
causes become less as a 
portion of the game popu- 
lation is harvested each year 
by sport hunting.
